Reasons for Allowance 

1. In response to amendment filed on 12 December 2005 with acknowledgement of an 
original filing date of 31 March 2000. 

2. Claims 91-1 12 are currently pending in this application. Claims 91, 99, and 106 are 
independent claims. Claims 1-90 have been cancelled. Claims 91-1 12 are new. Amendments to 
the claims and specification are accepted. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement filed 12 December 2005 fails to comply with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.97, 1.98 and MPEP § 609 because no EngUsh translation provided about 
the content of Japanese Patent 2000076139, or portion identified and translated about the portion 
of Japanese Patent that is relevant. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to therein has not been considered as to the merits. Applicant is advised that the date of 
any re-submission of any item of information contained in this information disclosure statement 
or the submission of any missing element(s) will be the date of submission for purposes of 
determining compliance with the requirements based on the time of filing the statement, 
including all certification requirements for statements under 37 CFR 1.97(e). See MPEP 

§ 609.05(a). The appUcant is also advised that the other documents in the information disclosure 
have been considered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 91-1 12 are 
allowed, in view of amendment to the claims and arguments presented in amendment beginning 
on page 8, "The Final Office Action rejects claims 61-90 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
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unpatentable over U.S. patent no. 6,226,749 to Marius Carloganu el al, (hereinafter 
"Carloganu"), in view of U.S. patent no. 5,684,948 to James S. Johnson et al. (hereinafter 
"Johnson") . Applicant respectfijUy asserts that some or all of those rejections are not well 
founded. Further, Applicant respectfiiUy traverses those rejections to the extent that they might 
be applied to the present claims. As indicated in Section 2143 of the Manual of Patent 
Examining Procedure (MPEP), one of the basic criteria that must be met to establish prima 
facie case of obviousness is that "the prior art reference (or references when combined) must 
teach or suggest all the claim limitations." (Emphasis added.)" Specifically as amended the 
references do not teach first processor that supports operating in an isolated execution mode, 
with higher ring operating modes detecting a spoof transaction.
